Okla.. was in the house at the 
time of the shooting b u t made no ef­ 
fort. it is sa’d. to interfere. He is 
held as an accessory.

writes w hat p urports to be th e an­ 
swers, after which the m en are ask­ 
ed to sign the statem ent. The rule- 
able way is for the men them selves 
to fill o u t th e statem en ts and sign 
them, and in two instances since tha 
strike m^n who have been ‘on th e 
ca rpet’ claim t h a t Mr. Shaw did not 
correctly quote th em in the report® 
they w*ere compelled to sign.” 
Both Sides Must Play Fair. 
The attitude of Mr. F a y and th e 
union officials is t h a t the men m u s t 
live up to their agreem ent, but th a t 
the company m u st also do so. T hey 
say th a t the men are likely to m a k e 
mistakes, but. the union will do its 
best to prevent errors 
and forbid 
their repetition. 
I do not say anything ab o u t t h e 
merits of the present cases,” 
said 
Mr. Fay, in conclusion, “ b u t I do 
say t h a t evidence shall not be m a n u ­ 
factured against t h e , men. 
If this 
policy is continued on the p a r t

Mr. Latimer, you have the gist of 
the laobr problem. 
Two classes face each other in tne 
struggles of modern society. 
On the 
one hand are those who live by their 
own labor and on the other those 
who live by the labor of others. Be­ 
tween them is waged 
a 
perpetual 
strife. 
But in this 
struggle 
the 
capitalist has the advantage. 
The employer has added to his 
crude weapon, the possession of po­ 
litical power. 
Thus he has 
control 
of the various branches of govern­ 
ment. 
And as a result the worker 
finds th at the boycott has 
become 
unlaw ful; th at the strike is 
de­ 
clared incendiary, either to be shot 
down by order of the executive or 
sent to jail by the decision of the 
I court. 
The legislature lends a deaf 
lear to the w orker’s appeals and con­ 
tin u e s to gran t favors to the capital­ 
ists. 
lab or Must Enter Politics. 
But this is teaching the workers 
a lesson. 
They are 
beginning 
to 
realize th at in order to protect them ­ 
selves they m ust do as the capital- 
| ists have done— go into politics. 
The tollers in the mine, factory 
and railroad show their recognition 
of the struggle between these classes 
j on the industrial field by joining the 
I labor unions. 
The farm ers are be- 
! ginning to show a sim ilar conscious­ 
ness by the rapid spread 
of 
the 
farm ers’ societies and unions. 
On 
the political field the expression 
of 
this realization of the existence of 
an economic class struggle 
is found 
in the social democratic party. 
And they are doing so all over the 
world. 
By their organization 
of 
the social democratic party in 
the 
more advanced European nations the 
workers have already received con­ 
cessions, granted by the capitalist- 
politicians, with the hope of post­ 
poning the fatal day when the work­ 
ers shall come into their own. 
Al­ 
ready the right to employment 
is 
being recognized. 
Compensation is 
granted to the aged, the sick 
and 
infirm and to those injured in in­ 
dustry. 
The right of peaceful pick­ 
eting has been secured. 
And the 
employer has been compelled to as­ 
sume the responsibility for accident. 
The natural resources 
and 
public 
utilities are being reclaimed by the 
municipalities and the unearned in­ 
crem ent arising from the transfer 
of land is being restored to the com­ 
munity. 
Perhaps the greatest service of the 
socialists has been to secure 
more 
universal suffrage. 
Thus millions 
of men have secured the ballot and 
with it the potential power to secure 
their own emancipation. 
And all this and more has 
been 
done by the socialists as a minority- 
party. 
In the cities where the so­ 
cialists have secured 
control 
the 
children are being taken from 
the 
factories and 
sent to 
the 
school 
room, receiving free food, clothing 
and text books. 
Free medical treat­ 
m ent and legal advice has been o b 
fered those needing them. 
Better 
sanitary and 
housing 
conditions 
and greater justice for the worker 
m arks the municipalities which are 
controlled by the socialists. 
The Emancipation of Labor. 
The goal of
